Ta., informing him 
that the convention of miners had de 
d ared off the anthiarite coal strike. 
The telegram

Mitchell, chairman and W. B. Wilson, 
secretary of the convention, and was 
Id- atteal with that made public at 
W ilkesbarre about noon. 
Immediately upon receipt of the in 
formation the following telegram was 
sent to Mr. Mitchell by Mr. Cortelyou 
secretary to the president: 
“Upon receipt of your telegram o! 
this 
date the 
president 
summoned 
commission to meet here on Friday 
next, the 24th instant at IO a.m. ' 
News 
of 
the termination 
of 
the 
strike was received by the president 
with great satisfaction. 
Before the 
formal telegram from Mr. Mitchell 
had reached him he had been inform­ 
ed through the Associated Press of 
the convention favorable adion. Soon 
afterward Carroll D. Wright, commis 
sidler of labor, the recorder of the 
arbitration commission, gave to the 
president the information contained 
in telegrams which he had received 
from Wilkesbarre. 
Already telegrams have been sent 
to the members of the commission no- J 
tifying them of the first meeting to i 
he held in this city on Friday morn 
ing and summoning them to be pres 
ent. 
After the commission has af­ 
fected its organization, the members 
will call in a body on the president to 
pay their respects. 
At that time it 
is expected he will embrace the op 
portunity to give the commission such 
verbal instructions as he may care to 
present to it. Besides he may prepaid 
a formal letter of instructions. 
That 
is the method pursued at the time ol 
the appointment of the Pullman strike 
commission of which Col. Wright was 
the president. 
It is understood that few meeting* 
of the 
commission will 
be held

Washington. 
After the work of th# 
commission has been mapped out the 
first step will be to take the testimony 
of the miners who may be regarded as 
plaintiffs
